Priority 

1 . Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d), which 
papers have been placed of record in the file.

2. The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on 3/19/2004 has been 
considered.

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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

5. Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Regarding claim 1 , the phrase "a backrest support with a backrest" is not clear, 
whether a backrest support is the same with a backrest. 

Regarding claim 1 , the phrase "said lever parallelogram comprising a seat 
support bar and substantially parallel thereto a parallelogram lever being pivotally 
connected with one end to the front portion of the wheel frame" is not clear, how is each 
part connected thereto and relation to each other. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 1-6 are would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

7. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. 

The prior art does not teach the raising wheelchair as recited in claim 1 , which includes 
a raising frame. The raising frame being connected to a frontal portion of a wheel frame 
and comprising a seat support with a seat, a backrest support with a backrest, and on 
each side of the raising frame a lever parallelogram for maintaining the backrest vertical 
in a sitting position as well as in a standing position of a user. The backrest comprises 
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a column and a pipe section on each side of the backrest. The pipe section being 
connected to the backrest and telescopically movable on the column. The raising 
wheelchair also comprises a lever is pivotally connected to a rear position of the 
seat support and to the pipe section for moving, both on a change from the standing 
position and a change from a lying position to a sitting position, or vice versa, the 
backrest away from a rear end of the seat support, and toward the rear end of the seat 
support, respectively. This recitation, in combination with the rest of the recited 
elements, clearly defines over the prior art. 



Conclusion 

8. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Rugg et al. disclose a reclining mechanism for wheelchairs and 
the like, Pillot discloses an elevator device for wheelchair, Smith discloses a wheelchair.
